Do bur obſerve the behaviour of Xxox and Bucha- 
zany and the reſt of that Gang, ro Mary Queenof 
Scots, as it is related by King James him(clt, in his 
Diſcourſe ar Hampton - Court to the Presbytery, 
Theſe rwo pre-mentioned, wiz, Knox and Buchanan, 
came to Mary Queen of Scots, telling her, That by 
right no Pope nor Potentate whatſoever had any ſu- 

1ority over her, in her own Dominions , either in 
caſes Civil or Eccleſiaſtical , but that ſhe was Su- 
preme in both, and conſtituted by GOD, as the on- 
ly nurſing Mother of his Church within her own 
Kingdom ; and therefore conjured her to have a care 
of the Evarngel of Chriſt , as ſhe' would anſwer it 
ar the dreadful Day of Judgement : She firſt 
gives them her Ear, andat laſt her Authority z; chey 
make uſe of ir in the firſt place to the pulling down 
of Biſhops, and exalted themſelves in their places ; 
and when the Queen expected an abſolute Suprema- 
cie, behold , all that this Rabble would allow her, 
was not ſo much as to have one private Chappel for 
her ſelf, nor one Prieſt tro ſerve GOD according to 
her own Conſcience, She finding her hopes fruttra- 
red, and her (elf ſo much deluded, endeavours to recal 
her Authority ; ſhe takes up Arms, they oppoſe her,

you for my Supremacie : for if it were at theſe mens diſycſals, 
1 am very ſenſible what would become of it, 

If you deſire to be ſatisfi'd concerning their deal- 
ings with King James, her Son, Father ro ee Martyr 
CHARLES the Firſt, of blefled memory, you may

be nor ſay, That Monarchy and Presbytery agrecd 
like GOD and the Devil> And have not we foundir 
fo, if we conſider the carriage of our new-fangled 
Presbyterians in England, toCH ARLES the Firſt, his 
Son> Bur alas! I am miſtaken, rhey faſted and 
pray'd, preached and writ againſt it, praying for a 
diverfion of all ſuch black intentions : and yer the 
Pres>yterian took the Scepter ourof his hand, in ta- 


king away the Militia, of which it was an'Emblem ; - 


caſt down his Throne, by' depriving him.of his Ne-

ereat a Minute with their King , till they had made 
him acknowledge himſelf guilty (as they ſay) of all 
the blood that had been ſpilt throughout his Domi- 
nions : and notwichſtanding all the Conceſſions on 
his part, that could poſſibly be granted, even to the 
very grating of his Princely Conſcience 4 when he 
bid them ask fleſh from his bones , and he would nor 
deny it, if it might in any meaſure redound to the be- 
nefit of his people, praying that he might keep his 
Conſcieace whole, (the Queen Regent of all good 
mens a&ions, and he hoped there were none would 
force this Queen before him in his houſezas Ahaſuerus 
ſaid to Haman) yer not withſtanding all this, was ir 
voted unſatisfaQory ſo long, till the Independent 
Army came from Edinborough, (urprized and murder- 
cd him, Hethatſaid , The Presbyterian held him 
down by the Hair,while the Independents cut off his 
Head, faid true enough. They murdered him as a 
King,before ever they murdered him as a Man : And 
when time ſerves, the Philoſopher's Maxime will 
paſs for good and currant Logique at Courr, Qui vult 
media ad finem, Uult etiam ( ipſum finem He that wills. 
the means conducing to the end, wills alſo the end ir 
ſelt : Ergo (will the Royaliſts ſay) fince the Presby- 
terian put ſuch courſes in practiſe , as tended to the 
King's ruine, they certainly intended ir, and are as 
deeply guilty as vthers. Nay , may not the Inde- 


pendent ſay, You took off his Authority,and we os

is ſome Excuſe remaining z they fought tor Religion, 
I wonder when the Church did change her \Vea- 
pons : Muſt Prayers and Tears be turn'd into Pike 
and Muſquert > Did GOD refule to have his Temple 
built by David, a Man after his own Heart, becauſe 
onely his hands were bloody > And will he now con- 
deſcend to have his Church repair'd, and her Breach- 
es made up with Skulls and Carcafſſes > Muſt Blood

The CharaGer of a rigid Preebyter. , + 
of Faith, muſt nor be determined by Armour of 
proof z nor did the Sword of the Spiric ever make 
way to the Conſcience by cutting through the Fleſh, 
He therefore who takes up Arms againſt his Sove- 
raign with pretences of defending his Religion, doth 
bur take ſuch courſes as are condemned by the ſame 
Religion he would defend + and indeed, he doth bur 
make Religion his ftalking-Horſe, to blinde him, 
whilſt he aims at that which he would have leaſt ſu- 
ſpe& him z which when he hath effe&ed, he means 
to get up upon the Horſe, and ride him at his plea- 
ſure :/ they pretend the good of che Church, and in- 
rend nothing more bur the Goods thereof ; and like 
difſembling Lapwings, make a ſhew of being neareft 
the Neſt, when they are fartheſt off ir. 

Bur chey fought tor Liberty : Theſe are pie fraudes, 
& Rel:giofs dol; ; pious Frauds, religious Deceits : 
for pray whar Liberties did they fight for > It for Li- 
berry of Conſcience, What do you mean thereby > 
If by Liberty of Conſcience, you mean, Thar it ſhall 
be lawful for every one to make a free choice of his 
own Religion, or to be of his own Opinion, theſe are 
things which we ought nor to have, much leſs co fight 
for ; tor then let us not blame every Parnm,that ba 
his cake to the queen of heaven,or every ignorant Vo- 
tary, who creeps to his own Image,or makes his own 
Idol:for in this kind of liberty we do bur ſacrifice un- 
to the net wherein we ſce our {elves caught,and burn 
incenſe to the drag that hales us to deſtruction. Chri- 
ſRians are not to beat ſuch Liberty : looſe Chrilti- 
ans are but loſt men: trift Chriſtians will be conten- 
ted to be bound up in the Unity of the ſame Spirir, 


and with the bond of Peace : if the bond be broken, 
the 
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the Sheaf of Corn is but ſo many looſe Ears, and no 


way fit to be carried into the Lords Barn : if we be 


. Sons and Daughters, let us belong allo one Houle ; 
if we be Servants, let us be all of one Family ;z if we 
be lively Stones, let us be all of one Building ; if we 
be ſeveral Grapes, yer let us be all of one Cluſter ; if 
we be ſeveral Cluſters , let us be all of one Vine; if 
we be Saints, let us have a Communion : for this is 
it which is called the Communion of Saints ; this is 
it which is called Religion,which is derived 4 Religan- 
a, which ſignifies, to binde, Wheretore for the Pu- 
ritan not to think himſelf bound to thoſe Articles the 
Church propoſes, is to be of no Religions and io 
fighe for this, is ro fight for nothing, 

Perhaps the Presbyter may likewiſe maintain,that 
he fought tor Liberty from Oppreſſion:: Thar is but 
a weak Excuſe, and carries littleof Reaſon or Sence 
in.it: for there is notany Man or Woman, of what 
Quality or Condition ſoever he be, that underfiands 
what belongs to any ſuch thing ; unleſs ir be ſome few 
w- have liberty to do what they will with all the 
reſt, 

But what if they took up Arms for the property of 
the Subject > Alas ! I preſume the $ ubjedts had then 
{o altered the property of their Goods, that had the 
bur the old properties reltor*, they would not chiak 
ir good fighting for a new; their expeRations being 
{o much deceiv'd, that inſtead of fighting for the pro- 
perty of the Subjc , they rather found themſelves 
ſubjc& co haveall things in common, 

It for the Laws of the IAnd 5 Whoſe Laws were 
they > Were they not the King's > And was it pro- 
bable that he would not maintain the Foundation of 

his 
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his Houſe from ſinking > Would he not maintain his 
Leggs under him > \Vere they not Supporters of thar 
Body Politick whereof he was Head > Nay, does he 
not maintain himſelf, when he maintains them > for 
the King and his Laws may, without abſurdity , be 
compared to GOD and his \Vord, both inſeparable : 
for as GOD is the Word, andthe Word is GOD ; 
ſo the King is the Law, as the Life thereof z and the 
Law is the King, as the Boy of that Soul. Where- 
fore there needed not any fighting againſt the King 
upon this account, except it were by thoſe who were 
ambitious to be Kings themſelves, 

As for Priviledges of Parliament , which poſhbly 
may come into the number of their pre- 

rences ; I haveread of Jack Cage, inthe Speed's 
Reign of Richard the Second, who com- Chronicle. 
ing up as far as Lonaon-Stone, and reſt- 
ing himſelf thereon, vowed, Thar within three days, 
there ſhould be noother Law but what did proceed 
out of his own Mouth, Now if it ſtand with the 
Priviledges of Parliament, tohave a few Jack Cades, 
relying on their Loxdox-Stones,to tell them what they 
muſt do, and they will have; if it ſtands with the 
Priviledges of the Presbyterian Parliament, to have 
Tumulrs to drive away their King , Armies to awe 
themſclves, Countries to ſend up their [nhabirants in 
Multitudes, with Petitions intheit Hats, 'Cudgels in 
their Hands, and Threatnings in their Mouths, then 
they have tought to ſome purpoſe. | 
Bur admit the Puritano-Parliament fought for all 
theſe Particulars, fo did the King too: ſo rhat the 
King might ſafely expoſtulace with his Parliament, 
as St, Paul did with the reſt of the Apoſtles : Are ye 

C Fighters 
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Fighters for the Proteſtant Religion > ſoamIT: Are . | 
you for the Liberties of the -Subje&t > ſoam1: Are, | 
you for the Laws of the Land > ſoamlT : Are you 
tor the Priviledges of the Parliament > ſoamT: And 
in all theſe things, 1 have laboured more abundantly then you 
all. 

Where lies the Quarrel then 2 Ic muſt of neceſſity 
conſiſt in nothing bur this, That they did not believe 
one another : and in that they both fought for one 
and the ſame Thing, the means of Reconciliation is 
taken away : for, had they differ'd in their Grounds, 
the Law might have been [udge berween them; Rea- 
ſon might be Jas World might be Judge ; bur 
Rebus ſic ſtantibus , inſtead of having reaſon to fight, 
they did but fight againſt Reaſon : both contended 
for the ſame Power, like the two Women that con- 
rended for the ſame Child : Solomor: judged the Child 
ro belong to her who would rather part with it all, 
then have the Child divided : Now the Parliament 
would have this powerful Child divided, halt to the 
King, and half to themſelves z, the King rather was 
contented to loſe all, In whom there is moſt afte&i. 
on and pity, in him is the Right of true Paren- - 


tage. 

Fae becaule there were no Solomons in that Age, we 
will go the downright way to work, 

ThePresbyter tought in detence of the King's Per- 
ſon, Crown and Dignity ; can you believe him 2 I'm 
ſure you may believe and be confident the King did. 
They took up Arms to unite him to his Parliament, 
and make him a moſt glorious Monarch , by reviling 
his ſacred Perſon,and beſpattering him with malevo- 
lent Tongues z did they nor then fight upon falſe

ly, they would have deſifted ſpeedily from their hel- 
liſh Enterprize: for when they had impriſoned the 
old Lion and the young, within their Grates, the 
third Henry and his Son, did my nor make the whole 
Land ſhake > Had not the whole Kingdom a ſhrewd 

ue-fir at that very time > Did they nor (like fire 
troocloſe beſieg?d with Clouds) ſally our in Thunder 
and Lightning, to the terrour and deſtruQtion of all 
thoſe that ſtood in the ho > Whar ſucceſs had the 
impriſonment of Edward the Second > Upon his Im- 
priſonment followed his Depoſition, and the murder 
of his Perſon was the conſequent of the depoſement 
'of his Dignity. But what became of thoſe that were 
_ theoccaſion of it, and did it > Is there one remain- 
ing of the Name of Mortimer 2 Was not that Mort:- 
mer who was the cauſe of his impriſonment, behead-

former Miſchiefs. 

The Presbyrter is a Zealous Dragooner , the Holy 
Man of War, that is ever beating up his Drums a- 
gainſt Loyalty and Nobility : ſearch through the 
New Teſtament, and you may learn the Genealogie 
of our Saviour, by the Names in their Regiments ; 
nor need the Multer-Maſter uſe any other Liſt rhen 
the firſt Chapter of St. Matthew ; which makes me 
admire how they could ever object to the King, the 
bringing in of Forraigners, when they themſelves 
maintain'd ſuch an Army of Hebrews, He ts one 
that rifles Colledges,to promote Learning z and pulls 
down Churches, tor Edificatiov. He had once al- 
moſt pur out one of the Kingdoms Eyes, by cloud- 
ing one of the Univerſities ; and if that Scotch miſt 
had farther prevail'd, had extinguiſh'd the other, 
"Twas never a good world, fince the name of Church 
was turn*d into Kirk, and afterwards dwindled into a 
Conventicle; 'twas a ſad time ever ſince a feeble 
By my truly did walk the Streets as familiarly among 
us, as Myr Heer in Holland, But now we have his ſa- 
cred Majeſty reſtored to his right Title , we are con- 
fident of a better World, Yelit nolit Smefymnuw, in 
ſpice of the Presbyters Teeth. 

He-1s one that hath as little minde todo the King- 
dom good, as the Church hath ro lap holy-Warter. 
He is a Pulpit Beutefew, that uſes to give the Congre- 
gation a Scotiſh Jigg, and ſo tune his Noſe with 
Hymns and Songs for the deſtruQion of the Nobility 
of our Engliſh Nation z a Butcher that exercis'd his 
Function, Cum Privilegto,in former times, endeavour- 
ing to bring Loyalty to the Shambles : one that ne- 

ver 
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ver was quiet, till the Creatures of the Prerogative 
were all turn'd into the Pound together ; till the 
Peers were pickled up with their King, to fatisfie his 
ambitions on his Prince, and to feed on the Carcaſſes 


of the People. He is one that thinks itis his Privi- 


ledge, and would quote Scripture for't, To binde the 
K ings and Nobles of the earth im chains : and yer to dreſs 
out all for his more devour palate, the name of GOD 
mult be placed in the front of his ſuccels, as if he 
were the onely Darlingot che Almighty, or rather, 
as it he were Preſident in all che Proceedings and 
Conſultations of the Presbyterian Iſract. His God 
is his Money, and therefore will rather make Money 
of GOD and the Church,then fail of an Inheritance. 
He did endeavour ſome few years paſt, ro convert our 
Times into the Primitive ; and made Great 
CHARLES wear Fig-leave Breeches, like A- 
dam, tþy iripping him of his Royal Robes and Re- 
venues, 

- As for the Scotiſh Presbyter, I am ſorry I muſt 
waſte Paper upon him : Bur being he hath ever en- 
deavoured tooth and nail, according to his utmoſt a- 
bility, tro make himſelf conſiderable by being trou- 
bleſome, ir will not be amiſs to ſound the depth of 
their conſtant Deſignes : which that I may the better 
do, give me leave to trace them in their Encroach- 
ments, from the firſt co the laſt, upon our Engliſh 
Nation. 

When they firſt found themſelves powerful in 
their own Country , —— moſt zealous in a{- 
ferting the Presbyterian Diſcipline againſt the Epil- 
copal ; by which means they gained the Amiry and 


Friendſhip of all the prerended Religious Party in 
England: 
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England: for they ſtood ſeemingly for no ſiniſter ends, 
bur meerly for the purity of Religion, and Liberty of 
Conſcience , againſt Epiſcopal Power and Innovarti- 
ons, as they termed the moſt ancient Dodrine of the 
Church ; as alſo, for the Laws and Liberties of the 
Nation, invaded by the Prerogative : for the redreſs 
of which Abuſes, a Parliament was call'd z who not 
obtaining ſuch a relief of forged Grievances, as they 
expected ; pretended a conſtraint of taking up Arms 
in defence of their Liberties z and the Engliſh Zea- 
lots had recourſe to the Scots for their aſſiſtance,who 
immediately condeſcended thereunto, and thought ic 
bur Reaſon and Equity to joyn with them, without 
_ diſpute or ſcruple, (pretty tender-conſcienc*d Babes 
they were, in the interim! thavs clear ; ) But they 
conſidering now was the time (it ever) to make their 
Markets, and their own Intereſt as much Engliſh as 
might be, came not off ſo roundly as they expected; 
wherefore they fell to bartering, like Huckſters, and 
no Bargain could be made,forſooth,without a Cove- 


nant : They would not joynzexcept they might be (in 


a manner) all one with us ; and this Union muſt be 
ſealÞd with that Solemz League and Covenant : What 
their meaning was therein, you ſhall underſtand by 
and by, by taking a view of their Aions, which are 
the moſt ſure Interpreters, Tet even at that time, ſome 
men had their eyes in thety heads, and many ObjeRtons were 
made at divers Expreſſions 11 the Covenant, and many De- 
ſires for Explanations of ſome Articles 'more fully. But 
rhe Scors (tanding ſtiff upon their own Terms, attd no 
Conjun&ion like to be obtain? without the Cove- 
nant, and the Engliſh Presbyterians neceſſities re- 
quiring no delay, (as they imagin*d) were glad to

It was no ſooner taken here at Loydon, but imme- 
diately every one began to make his advantages, 
(through the multitude and ambiguity of Expreſfſi- 
ons) and by jt to promote his ſeveral Intereſt ; as if 
it had been made to engage unto a particular Parcy, 
not tounitetwo Nations 1n a common Intereſt, But a- 
bove all,the Scots, having had the honor of this inven- 
rion, conceived themſelves.much injur'd by any that 
deny'd them che Prerogarive of making an Interpre- 
ration z and in matter of Religion , urged their own 
Diſcipline as the only Pattern to reform the Church 
by; and their Plea had been far better, could they 
have proved it to be [ According to the wordof G OD) 
which Clauſe was moſt luckily inſerted, Notwith- 
ſtanding all the Reaſons to che contrary, the Scotiſh 
Module was ſtill preſſed : The Scot was willing to 
ride z and having (as he thought) the Engliſh faſt 
bridled with a Covenant, he began to ſwitch and 
ſpur : The Throne of the Kirk was the ſtalking-horſe 
ro catch Geeſe; and it that could have been ſettled, 
then there had been no denying them whatſoever 
they could ask ; they would have ſeated themſelves 
finely in this far ſoil, and ſurely roo; there would 
be no removing them out of our Councils , whereof 
they had then been Members and Partakers. For had 
the Kirk-Intereſt been once confirmed among us,then 
by vertue of that Authority which they uſe, wo con- 
role the Civil Power,the Parliament muſt have been 
ſubſervient to all their Ends and Purpoſes z and fince 
the Engliſh Puritans had been (as they ſay) con- 


ſtrain*d (ro make their Party ſtrong , and —_— 
Or- 
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Correſpondencies for their own preſervation) to 
atifie their Scotiſh Founders in all their Defires z 
o that the Scots might caſily have tranſlated the Co- 
venant-Union, toas good as an abſolute National- 
Union, by gaining a Joynt-Intereſt with us, in our 
Afﬀairs for ever ; and conſequently, in all the Profits, 
great Offices, Councels and Concernments of this 
' Nation, 

Now whether this were their Deſign or not,in the 
Covenant, 46 or;2:7e, I (hall nor now determine ; bur 
let it be page by their inſolent behaviour here a- 
mong us, after they were admitted to our Councils : 
And therefore 1in the next place, I ſhall examine 
their Proceedings, which moſt evidently repreſent 
them in their intentions... It ſufficed them not at- 
ter they were come in, that they had an equal Power 
with the FaQions in the Committee at Derly-Houſe, 
which was allowed them ; but driving a powerful 
Party in both Houſes , they rook upon them to med- 
dle with matters relating to the future peace and ſet- 
tlement of the Nation, much pretended, but nor at 
all intended; and that dinſtin& from their own too ; 
and to provide for an equal Intercſt with the Presby- 
tery of England. 

The firſt moſt notorious Evidence of this (though 
there had been many before) was diſcovered at the 
Kxbridge-Treaty, where the Propoſitions of both Hou- 
ſes being preſented to his Majeſty of bleſſed memo- 
ry, it was found the Scots had ſo far provided for 


themſelves by their Party in the Houſes, That in time 


to come, the ordering of the Engliſh Militia , the 
power of making War and Peace, and all other Pre- 
rogatives of Government, were to be adminiſtred by

A ſecond: Evidence or Diſcovery of: their En- 
croachments, was made upon the delivering in di- 
vers papers tothe Parliamentzat ſeveral times, where- 
in they diſputed their claim, and ventured their Lo- 
gick upon the Letter of the Covenant, to prove an 
Intereſt in diſpoſatof matters meerly relating to our 
welfare (as was thought ; ) which hey re-inforced 
afrerwards, with new recruits of Argumcnts, when - 
the King came into their Army. : | 

But not knowing: how to maintain their Argu- 
ments, they-were contented for. that time ta quit 
them, and the King t00,upon ſuch Terms as are noto- 
rious to all the world ; who being ar length reduced 
under the power of the Parliament and Army , Pro- 
poſitions were ſent to him at HamptonsCourt ,,,where- 
1nno ſuch Proviſion being.made for the .Scotiſh In- 
rereſt, as was in thoſe at #x+14e, their Commiſſion- 
ers here proteſted againſt them, accuſed the Parlia- 
ment of Breach of Covenant, and complained high- 
ly in one of their Declarations, that they ſhould be (0 
neglected. . DN. 

This may ſerve as a third Evidence of their Cove- 
nant-Deſign of Eacroachment : VVherero may be 
added one more : When the King, Fatier of our 
moſt gratious Soveraign, was at Cu7i5br00&-Caſtle, 
whither che Commiſſioners of Parliament were no 
ſooner arrived with : Propojitions again > bur the

The Royal Party being ſuppreſt, and ſo no farther 
occaſion to make uſe of the Scoriſh Army, the Parlia- 
ment witt ſome difficulty made a ſhift co ſend them 
home into their own Country z but being defeated 
of their Aims and Expe&tations, they could not fo 
reſt : : Having failed of their Ends by pretending for 
Parlitihene)Ney reſolved next to try what they could 
do uponi the Kings Score; and ſo the Grandees turn'd 
the Tables, in hope of an after-Game,by cloſing with 
Duke Hamiltor,upon the Royal Account z not doubt- 
ing, bur if they gain'd the Day this way, to recom- 
pence their Travels with much more advantage. 
The Covenant, like a Noſe of Wax, apt to be turned 
any way, ſerved this Enterprize every- jot as well as 
the former ; though the Deſigne were different from 
what it was, the Great ones not caring much whar 
became of the Kirk-Intereſt, ſince they had agreed 
for the (ccurity of their own' ; which muſt needs 
have been very confiderable, it they could have re- 

deemed

deemed his Majeſty,and reſtored him into the condi- 
tion of an abſolute Monarch, Therefore the Kirk ſcc- 
ing cheinſelves left inthelurch , thundered out their 
Curſes amain, upon that hypocritical Engagement, 
as deſtruQive to the Covenant. 

Bur the Grandees being at a loſs likewiſe, upon 
Duke Hamiltoz*s Defear , were glad to cry Peccavyi to 
the Kirk, 

Wichin a whileafter, a new Door of Hope bein 
opened to taem, by the Right of Su:cefſion which 
they knew belonged co his preſent MA JESTY ; they 
ec ingratiate with him, proclaim him cheir King : 
and here the Grandees and the Kirk joyning hands a- 

ain, become Friends, and offer their ſervice for his 
Reſtitution upon Terms of the Covenant, which 
was pretended to be framed at firſt for the preſerva- 
tion of the Parliament, and the Liberties of the peo- 
ple, againli oO wer ; but 15, now that the Scots 
can ſerve their Deſign no longer that way, become 
the ground of their compliance with his MA JESTY 3 
being reſolved this way, fince they have tailed in all 
the reſt, to try whether they could accompliſh their 
profane Proje&s through the Covenant, by infinua- 


ting themſelves into places of Honour, Profit and - 


Power, that they may domineer in the Poſſcſſions, as 
their Pharjſaical Prieſts would over the Conſciences of 
the Engliſh. 

Thus having made way , in diſcovering what the 
Deſign of the Scots hath ever been, and is at this in- 
ſtant; certainly no Man , that is Maſter of a true 
Engliſh Spiric, bur will abhor the Hypoctitical Pre- 
rences and Encroachments of that perhdious Na- 


tion,

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Therefore ir being evident that their Deſigne in 
-urging the Covenant upon the Presbyterian. here in 
Enzlaid,' was.only to infinuate themſelves 1nto an e- 
qual Intereſt with our own Nation;I ſhall in the next 
place,diſcover the great Inconveniencies and Hazards 
rhat our Nation muſt of neceſſity have undergone, 
in caſc it ſhould happen as they ever endeavour'd, to 
be knit together in a National Union, 

A National Union hath been often whiſpered a- 
mong them herctofore z- and there's no doubt but 
they-would bid high for it, if ever they have occaſion; 
and.then it muſt needs have.been a very fine world, 
whtn we had been confounded with a miſcellany of 
Scotiſtvand Engliſh; when Scots ſhould have been 
competitors with us in point of priviledge, vie wealth 
with usin our Poſſeſſions, Honours and Dignities ; 
and they would either have impos'd new Laws upon 
us, Or alter'd the old, according as they judg'd it for 
their advantage; for a Scorch Covenanters ftomach 
will allow no diſtin&ion betwixt Presbyter and Inde- 

. pendent, bur can digeſt the Eſtate of an Engliſh Co- 
'venanter, withour ſo much as a ſcruple of regret or 
compaſſion, | 

Bur it'ts a very great wonder, ſince the ftage-play 
of the Covenant, and the A&ors are brought on this 
{ide the Curtain,and we know what they are,through 
all their Diſguiſes, and what they aim at, that yer 
many of our Engliſh Nation ſhould be ſo ſtupid as 
to be led away with their cheats and pretences for a 
Reformation z fince it is evident that their chief Lea- 
ders and Sticklers gape onely after Profic and Prefer- 
ment, and (according to the cuſtome of all Forraign- 
ers in Arms) will make no diſtingtion between

And for a concluſion to the whole, as totheir aci- 
ons, that theſe particulars may appear more ſclid

To conclude, take this ſhort Deſcription of our 
Presbyrerian-Jehu , as it was formegly penned by di- 
vers thatin other Ages had experierfe of him.

A pair of Organs blow him our of the Pariſh , and 
is the onely Gliſter-pipe to cool him : A Surplice 
will ſooner cure him of the Chin-cough, then the 
ſighrofa Bear, He isa diſcas'd piece of Apocrypha 
bind him to the Bible, and he corruprs tne whole 
Text : 1gnorance, and Fat Feed, are his Founders z his 
Nurſe is Razl:ng Rabbies , and Roman Breeches ; his lite 
is but a borrow'd blaſt of wind: tor between rwo Re- 
ligions , as between two Doors, he is ever whiſtling. 
Truly , whoſe Child he is, is not yer known ; for his 
Faith willingly knows no father. When he makes 
a Speech, *ts ſomewhat ominouſly with his Neck a- 
wry,as it Mahomet's Pigeon ſhould come and prompt 
him in the Ear, He glurs himſelf with SACTENGs 
fearing no ſurfeir upon the (weer Morſels of: the 
Crown and Cathedrals : He faſts once a moneth,and 
fealts all che year afrer, to ſtarve Loyalty quite our of 
the Kingdom: His tender Conſcience can ſtrain art a 


 Gnat, and ſwallow a Camel ; The flame of his Zeal 


ſ\hin'd ſo brightly , that ic once converted all the Or- 
naments of the Church into Tinder, to furniſh his own 
phanſie wich new Lights. He turns the Church into 
a ſtable, and ſtables into Churches, that our Saviour 
might be preach'd where he was born, Reformation is 
his ſtalking-horſe 3 and though he be no Roman Catho- 
lick, yerheis a Pariſþ-Pope 3 one that knows no ſub- 
jeion to Mitre or Scepter : No Jeſuite demands 
more blind and abſolute obedience from his Vaſſals ; 
no Magiſtrateof the canting ſociery , more {laviſh 
ſubjeQion from the Members of thar cravelling ſtare, 


then the Presbyterian Hypocrice expeas from his 
F 2 Lay- 
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Lay-Pupil. Nay, they muſt nor onely be obeyed, 
fed anddefended, but admired ; and that their Lay- 
Profelytes do as fincerely,as a ſhirtleſs Fellow with a 
Cudgel under his arm,does a Face-wringing Ballad- 
finger, *Tis a demure creature full of Oral ſanQiry, 
and Mental imptety; a fair Obje& tothe Eye , bur 
ſtark naught to the Underſtanding. He holds it law- 
ful ro ſea], ſo itbe from the wicked Egyptians, He 
"hates no Wore, like the Whore of Batylon, If he 
meet per acciders with a Tabitha,he can court her with 
a Hail Siſter to be her Incumbent; and per{wade 
her *ris the pr—— of Zeal that moves him forward, 
He's a ſnuffling Rabby known by theſe marks ;, a 
long-waſted Conſcience that can out-ſtride a Co- 
lofſus, a Gnomon-Noſe, a wrought Cap, a (wagge- 
ring pair of cars, and not an inch of hair. 


Cleave- If you meet any that do thu attire 'em, 
land, Stop them ; they are the Tribe of Adoniram, 


He is an unlucky Bird that us? formerly to 
croak about-V Veſtminſter- Abbey ; and if this Daw 
were not often cramm'd, you wcre ſure to hear 
of ir in the next Faſt-ſcrmon : then would he bear up 
all his Drums in the Pulpit, and chunder againſt the 
ungodly. He's a pious Thief that did fo pill the Roy- 
ali , that he lookt as bare as a Scotch Laird in ſack- 
cloth, firting onthe ſtool of Repentance. He has 
trimm'd the Cavalier worſe then the angry Barbers 
of Grays-Inz uſeto do a Bayliff of Miadleſex, His 
fiery Zeal keeps him continually coſtive , which wi- 
thers him into his own Trarſlation ; and till he cat a 
ſchool-man, he's hide-bound : Give him advice, you 
run into Traditions z and urge a mech cCurie , he 

cries 
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cries out, Councils, He dares not be honeſt, for that 
loves order z yet , if hecan be brought to ceremony, 
and made bur Maſter of it,he'is converted, He's a gil 
ded Pill compoſed of two vertuous Ingredients, Na- 
tural Diſhoneſty , and Artificial Diffimulation, 
Women and Lawyers are his beſt Diſciples : the one 
(next fruit) _ or forbidden DoEtrine z the other, 
to maintain forbidden Titles : both which he ſows 
among them; yer he lives religiouſly according to 
outward appearance, and will not revel it ina ſhore- 
leſs exceſs, Hecan better afford you ten Lyes, then 
one Oath; and darecommit any (in guilded with a 


.pretence of ſanity. He had rather (ce Antichriſt, 


then a picture in a Church-Window z and chuſeth 
ſooner to be half hang?d, then ſee a Leg ar the Name 
of JESUS, or an Auditor ſtand at rchear(ing of the 
Creed, He uſually makes _y ſermons ; {> moſt 
of the people goout of the Church before he has done. 
His hams and ha's with the help of ſalvation, con- 
ſume the beſt parc of the hour ; and is of ſo good diſ- 
courſe , that he dare challenge the 4Imighty to talk 
wich him Ex tempore, Beſides, he is {o ſure of his ſal- 
vation, that he will not change places in heaven with 
the Virgin 44ary wichout boor, He has nick-named 
all the Prophets and Apoſtles with his ſons , and be- . 
gets none bur Vertucs tor his daughters, He will be 
{ure ro thwart the Biſhops , though it be accompani-

A ({tubble-gooſe, thar hath fed high in this Harveſt of 
Reformarion. : the prime Gandee of the faQious 
flock, An Apocryphal piece of Univerſity-Mum- 
mery : a holy Pick-lock , that can open mens conſci- 
ences , and pick the purſe of the City with eaſe and 
dexterity, A Gun-powder Politician, that loves to 
make Fire-works for the deſtruQion of the Loyaliſt, 
A Divine Squib-crack. The meek man of God, or 
the hypocrite in grain. An Univerſity-Canker- 
worm, A grievons Plunderer of the ſaints in Church- 
windows.”

I could make it appear , how all ſeditions almoſt 
and rebellions in Scotland, have been ſer a teoror fo-

"if I ſhould give account of the late practiſes and 
renets of this late Covenant, tt were poſſible ro let you 
ſee that ir hath far exceeded all che miſchiefs ever 
their forefathers did, although they tread in the ſame 
footſteps. 

To ſhut up all, give me leave, in the cluſe, to give
